All arrangements have beer completed by 
Sheriff Gehlert, but ne refuses to disclose 
the hour. 

Rudolplt occupies the cell in the Union 
jail that his partner, Collins, occupied be- 
fore he was hanged in the jail yar ad- 
joining. 

Rudolph is still hopeful 
prieve from Gov Folk. 

“There is only $300 between me and the 
United States Supreme Court,” he 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, mean- 
ing that with a transcript of the evi- 
dence taken in his trial, costing that 
amount, he could have the case carried to 
the Supreme Court. 

Rudolph sent Friday the following letter 
to Gov. Folk: 

‘The papers state that you will be in 
St. Louis soon. I hope you will favor fhe 
with a chance to plead my case with you 
personally. \ Will you permis me to see 
and talk with rou before you return to 
Jefferson City? “kespectfully yours, 

“WILLIAM RUDOLPH.’* 

The governor, however, has said that he 
will not interfere with the execution of the 
law. 

Besides the letter Rudolph has sent to 
the governor a diagram carefully drawn 
by himself with a lead pencil to show that 
the shooting wus done in_ self-defense, 
whether by himself or Collins.

NEW YORK, May 6.—A handsome wom- 
an, about 28 years old, who is supposed to 
be Mrs. J. W. Gray of New Orleans, shot 
herself today in a room at the Hotel Im- 
perial. She was found in an unconscious 
oondition and was removed to a hospital, 
where she died shortly after. 
Accompanied by a man a few years her 
senior; the woman appeared at the Impe- 
rial April 20. The couple registered as ‘‘J. 
W. Gray and wife, New Orleans.” They 
went out together frequently and the man 
was away in the daytime, but there was 
nothing about them to excite unusual in- 
terest. 
When a watchman was making his 
rounds today he heard a muffled report 
like a pistol shot in the room occupied 
by the Grays. Looking over the transom, 
the watchman saw the woman lying on 
her face on the floor beside the bed, with 
her hands outstretched. She was in her 
night dress, and a stream of blood was 
flowing from an ugly wound in her right 
temple. She was alone. The door was 
forced and the woman was hurried to a 
hospital. 
The woman left four letters, one of them 
being sealed, addressed to ‘Charles H. 
Stoneham, 44 Broadway.’ On the back of 
it was written: “I wish no one would 
open this but the addressed.” A second 
sealed letter was addressed to a storage 
warehouse, this city. | 
The third letter was unenclosed and 
written on two sheets of paper. It ap- 
peared that one portion had been writtén 
yesterday and the other early today be- 
fore the woman shot herself. 
At the offices of O. F. Jonasson & Co., 
mining brokers at 44 Broadway, it was 
Said that Charles H. Stoneham was a mem- 
ber of the firm. A member of the firm 
said that Stoneham was married and lived 
in Jersey City. 
The letter began: 
“Dear Sweetheart: When I called you 
upon the telephone you talked so cruelly 
to me that I wentout and bought a revolv- 


er, intgnding to do it then. My religion 
teaches against such things, but I can't 
stand it any longer.” 

Here there was a break in the letter 
and when it was continued it was with 
a different ink. 


“Again and again have you disappoint- 
ed, Charley. What in God’s name have I 
done? If you were anxious to get rid 
of me, that were easy. Why did you have 
me come to New York? Here I. am as 
your wife. If you had said: ‘Ollie I 
don’t want you to return,’ I would never 
have done so. Well, Charley, this is the 
last. I wish you all the luck in the world.” 
Here the writer seemed to have paused 
again. It resumed: 

“How | am suffering. 4 cannot stand it 
any longer. It is now past 4 o’clock.”’ 

A fourth letter left by the woman was 
found, which was addressed to ‘Charles 
Sweetheart,’’ and read in part as follows: 
“I love you better than my life. I love 
you so much, and to think I have to go 
and leave you; I hate so to die. What lit- 
tle I have after my bills are paid I wish 
to be sent to Olivia. Parker, 1923 St. An- 
drew's street, New Orleans, a colored gir), 
as I have no relations.”’ 

This letter was signed ‘‘Mrs. Gray.” 

A bundle of letters addressed to ‘Mrs. 
J. W. Gray,” at various places, were found 
when the woman’s effects were searched. 
On the backs of two photographs found 
among the letters was written the name 
‘Charles H. Stoneham,’’ the same as on 
one of the letters left by#”the woman.

No blame attaches to Miss Mayme Light- 
foot, for whose sake Niblo shot and killed 
himself in the room of his friend, William 
L. Bailey, at #10 North Jefferson avenue 
Friday. Miss Lightfoot apparently had 
given Niblo no cause to believe that she 
cared for him other than as a friend. It 
was merely a case of hopeless love. 

Last Saturday evening young Niblo, re- 
solved boldly to put his fortunes to the 
test, went with expectant heart the short 
distance of half a block from his boarding 
place, 1644 Locust street, to that of Miss 
Lightfoot, 1515 Locust street. There, in the 
course of the evening, he told Miss Light- 
foot that he loved her, and asked her to 
marry him.

REMAINDER OF FLEET 
‘THOUGHT TO BE NEAR 


Rumors That Gen. Kuropatkin 
Will Return From Front Now 
Seem to Be Definitely Con; 
firmed in St. Petersburg. 


TOKIO, May 6, noon.—Although none has 
been sighted, it is believed the larger ves- 
sela of the Viadivostok squadron accom- 
panied the torpedo boats which appeared 
west of Hokkaido yesterday. It is doubt- 
ed that torpedo boats would venture across 
unescorted in the heavy sea which was 
running when they burned the sailing yves- 
sel. 

All the crew of this vessel except the 
captain, who was captured, succeeded in 
landing, but a steamer dispatched to the 
rescue of the burning derelict was forced 
to return on account of the storm. 

The Russians poured kerosene on the 
deck of the sailing vessel and withdrew 
after having ignited the oil. Torpedo boats 
-have not been reported today. 

Four Russian torpedo boat destroyers 
from Vladivostok appeared westward of 
Hokkaido, off Sutsu, yesterday afternoon. 
They seized and burned a small sailing 
vessel, imprisoned the captain and dis- 
appeared to; the northwest. They were 
evidently returning to. Vladivostok. There 
is a possibility that they have destroyed 
other small craft, although no reports to 
that effect have been received. 


Object Not Clear. 


The cbject of their visit is not clear.

Rev. Ulysses B. Sutherlin of Indi- 
ana Accused of Causing 
Death of Wife.

‘ LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 6.—Rev. Ulysses 


Christian Church, New Albany, is under 
arrest on a charge of murdering his wife, 
Mrs. Geneva L. Sutherlin, last October, 
at their home. He expressed surprise when 
taken into custody. The indictment 
charges him with murder in the first de- 
gree. 

Sutherlin’s wife, who was a daughter of 
John S§Scheller of Sellersburg, Ind., was 
found dead in her home at Silver Grove, 
Ind., Oct. 12. The coroner’s verdict was 
suicide. Mrs. Sutherlin, about three 
years ago, had filed suit for divorce, al- 
leging cruel treatment. A few weeks 
later their differences were adjusted and 
the suit was withdrawn and the couple 
went to housekeeping again. 

Sutherlin resigned as pastor of the Park 
Christian Church about two years ago, 
and since that time has been engaged in 
evangelistic work. 

On the afternoon of Oct. 12, Sutherlin left 
his home in Silver Grove to take a horse 
to a blacksmith shop. He left the house 
about 1 o'clock and returned shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock. When he reached the house 
he found all the doors locked and the win- 
dows closed. He effected an entrance 
through .a rear door, and, according to 
his story, found his wife hanging from 
a transom between the parlor and sitting 
room. 

After’ Coroner Starr had rendered his ver- 
dict there were rumors that the woman 
might have been the victim of foul play. 
Feeling against Sutherlin was very strong, 
90 strong, in fact, that he did not attempt 
to enter the home of his father-in-law to 
attend the funeral services, although he 
went to Sellersburg on the day of the fu- 
neral, Mrs. Sutherlin's father began an

Sutherlin maintains his innocence, and 
claims he is persecuted. He says his wife 
was subject to spells of melancholy. 

Sutherlin is 35 years old and had been 
married twice. His home was formerly 
in Orleans.

He is 
now secretary to the Christian Church 
societies of the Fourteenth Indiana district, 
which will hold their annual convention 
at Lexington, Ind., next week.

SUPREMACY IN SHOES. 

The Boston Herald, which is specially interested in boots and 
shoes, because Boston ranks with St- Louis as one of the great 
boot and shoe markets of the world, finds from official statistics 
that American export sales of béots and shoes now reach the 
same value in round millions as those of England. ; 

This is not. so surprising as it is to find that American re- 
turns on between four and five millions pairs are as great in 
their total as English returns on between eight and nine million 
pairs. We get almost as much in the open markets of the 
world for one pair as England does for two. 

This leaves only one question—tbat of which shce gives the 
wearer the longer and better service? 

When, in St. Louis, we take the ethical ground that we are 
bound to give a shoe that will last twice as long as a Boston 
shoe and threé times as long as the English, all we have to do 
to perpetuate supremacy is to go on putting that sort of ethical 
leather into the shoes we sell.

racecourse speed.

Master of Medieval Romance. 


Although Maurice Hewlett graduated 
from Oxford at the early age of 19, he de- 
clares he was never a student. “I wasted 
my time, I dreamed,’ he savs of his col- 
lege life. “I tried to do things too big for 
me, and them threw itthem up at the first 
failure. I divigently pursued every false 
god. I don’t think I was very happy, and 
I am sure I was very disagreeable. I doub: 
if I was ever a boy, except for a very 
brief period when by rights I should have 
been a man.” Much of his literary bent 
and skill, Maurice Hewlett attributes to 
the influence of his father, Henry Gay 
Hewlet:, who had a veritable passicn for 
all that was quaint and picturesque in 
medieval customs. In 1888 failing health 
sent Maurice Hewlett to Italy, where he 
gained much of the material for his tales. 
His earNest writings, however, were poems, 
and a collection of songs, a small edition, 
now very little known, contains many 
Greek studies. Since 1895 he ‘has written 
steadily, and is at present the acknowl- 
edged master of medieval romance, “a 
significant and solitary figure,’’ as Hadmil- 
ton W. Mabie calls him. His latest work, 
a collcetion of four stirring romances of 
the Middle Ages, rich in color and imagery, 
just issued by the Harpers under the title 
of Fond Adventures, shows the peculiar 
charm of his atyle at its best. Mr. Hew- 
lett ts so saturated with the essential spirit 
of the more elusive phases of medieval 
ItaMan sentiment and thought «hat he can 
create a romance which is truly historical, 
yet which may not contain a single his- 


toric figure. 


‘Back to the Land.”

SAN FRANCISCO, May 6.—Twenty sec- 
onds ‘before the close of the twentieth 
round Jabez White was saved ff™m serious 
injury at the hands of Jimmy Britt by 
Referee Edward Smith, who stepped be- 


tween the beaten man and his conqueror 
and deciared the Californian the winner. 

The paviiion resounded with the ovation 
to the victor and cheers for the defeated 
mian. Britt raised his hands aloft and ap- 
peaied to the spectators to be quiet, and 
then shouted, ‘Don’t cheer me; I won. 
Let’s give three cheers to Jabez White.”’ 

Instantly the building resounded with 
tremendous cheers, which lasted fully two 
minutes. During the repeated yelling for 
White he was lifted to his fect and sup- 
ported to the center of the ring. Holding 
over his head a flask of brandy which he 
had been drinking to restore his waning 
sitrengith, he sobbingly said: “I was beat- 
en fairly and honestly, and got fair play. 
[ suppoSe Britt is the better man.’’ 

The men fought before a $11,000 house, 
the winner receiving 60 per cent and the 
loser 40. The betting at the ringside was 
10 t6 4 and even money that White would 
Stay 15 rounds. Britt did great execu- 
tion with his left and weakened White: with 
his repeated smashes on the body. White 
gave a great exhibition of cleverness in 
his blocking add ducking, and he was well 
worth seeing. The only mark Britt had 
was a cut over the left eye that he re- 
ceived in the tenth round, - White, how- 
ever, showed swollen lips and a bad cut 
behind the ear, which the glove in its 
downward swing had ripped. 

The fight was a surprise to all. The 
majority of the ‘Spectators believed the 
fight would not last more than five rounds, 
but as each succeeding round followed 
the crowd marveled at White's ability to 
assimilate Britt's reneated smashes. 

Britt was too fast for the Englishman; 
landed at least three blows to the 
latter's one. In many respects, the En- 
giishman merely stalled and once in a 
while led lightly with his left. He kept 
his right poised for a knockout, but Britt 
was too foxy for him. 

{n the twentieth round the fighting was 
lively, but s0 one-sided that the. police 
stepped into the ring to put a stop to it. 
Just then, but not influenced by their 
action, the referee awarded Britt the de- 
cision. The action of the police in no 
wise was to the advantage of either man.

Her Death an Atonement, His Be- 
cause of Great Love, Is 
Indicated.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 6.—Erring from 
her marriage vows and discovery of the 
false step, caused Mrs. Oscar Sims and 
her husband tc enter into a suicide pact 
which they put into execution today at 
thelr home on a farm near Virden, 15 miles 
south of here. Two notes left by the sui- 
cides are evidence that the woman was 
willing to die in atonement, and that the 
young husband found life no longer worth 
living in-his great disappintment. 

Side by side, not 15 feee from their home, 
Sims and his wife were found by a neigh- 
bor shortly after the deed was committed. 
The woman was dead and the man was 
breathing his last. Mrs. Sims had placed 
a shotgun in a fence so that the charge 
tore away her whole left side. A _ short 
stick was used to pull the trigge-. 

After watching his wife keep her part 
of the suicide pact Sims reloaded the shot- 
gun, set it similarly in the fence and 
placed himself close to the muzzle so that 
the heavy charge would tear away his 
left side. 

Neighbors who had believed the couple 
was enjoying :newly wedded bliss, found 
the explanatory notes upon a table inside 
the house. Mrs. Sims wrote:
